rendering him unconscious for a 
short time. 


Tuesday of this week Prof. Lacock, 


of the faculty of Harvard University, 
who twice before in company^ with 
surveyors, historians, photographers, 
etc., has followed the course of the 
old Forbes road from Bedford west- 
ward, arrived in Bedford, and in com- 
pany with William A. Moore, Assist- 
ant Chief Draftsman of Pennsylva- 
nia, started on the final trip over the 
trail. They had with them a draft of 
the now historic thoroughfare, made 
by Mr. Moore from original surveys, 
which enables them to make - com- 
parisons with the conclusions of the 
past two summers and check and 
verify their findings. ' 


From notes which the genial Har- 


vard man kindly allowed us to scan 
we gather the following: 


"With the aid of our maps the site 


of old Fort Bedford was located very 
satisfactorily. All traces of the road 
are forever obliterated through the 
town of Bedford. Judging from the 
course of the road laid down on the 
topographic sheets, the Road of 1790, 
the Forbes Marching Journal, Manor 
of Bedford, Warranted Surveys, it is 
fair to assume that the present pike 
approximates very closely the course 
of the old Forbes Road as far west as 
the Raystown Branch of the Juniata, 
about two miles westward of-Bed- 
ford; however, there is clear evidence 
of an old road keeping northward of 
the present pike and then_ re-crossing 
to the south of the pike, near Daniel 
Manges' about one miles east of 
Wolfsburg. 


"The evidence of an old road from 


this point to the Raystown Branch 
of the Juniata River at Wolfsburg is 
very distinct. 
The- road, from Bed- 


ford Jo jthis point skirts the.northernr 
"foof'of Wills Mountain. In orSLer'io 
gai'n a favorable" ascent' of" -a very 
steep bluff at this point (i. e. at the 
western end of Wolfsburg) it seems 
that the road crosses the Juniata 
about 100 yards above or west of the 
present bridge, thence following this 
bluff for some 200 yards southward 
of Wolfsburg before the ascent was 
made. 
The road after being cut to 


the top of this precipice, on land 
owned by James Carney, continues in 
a north westerly direction, coming in- 
to the turnpike just west of the little 
village of Wolfsburg. From here to 
the C. W. S. Stuekey farm the road 
seems to coincide with the present 
turnpike. 
About one-fourth mile 


westward from Mr. Stuckey's resi- 
dence is the point at which the Bed- 
ford Division of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad intersects the pike. This is 
the most likely point at which the 
Burd Road (built in 1755) and the 
Forbes Road come together. 


"One mile further westward in the 


forks^of the road lives Henderson 
Souser.

WHEAT SMUT 


Smut in wheat is probably the 


cause of more damage next to that of 
the Hessian Fly to this staple crop of 
the state. 
Like the damage of the 


Hessian Fly its ravages can be avoid- 
ed by taking advantage of method 
well-known to science. This is done 
by destroying the spores of smut on 
seed wheat according to the follow- 
ing procedure as outlined by H. A. 
Surface, Economic Zoologist of the 
State Department of Agriculture, in 
his reply to a correspondent: 


"Replying to your letter asking for 


a formula for treating seed wheat for 
Smut, I beg to say that this is not a 
difficult operation, and will be effect- 
tive if undertaken. It is not expen- 
sive, and it requires no great skill or 
knowledge to do it properly. It is 
really impossible to fail in this regard 
f directions are followed in this brief 
article. 


"Smut, as you know, makes the 


black heads of wheat and oats, and 
s often responsible for the loss of a 
ery large percentage of the crop, 


which sometimes amounts to fully 
one-half of the entire crop. 
Since 


his is so easily and cheaply prevent- 
d, there is no excuse for a farmer 
osing his wheat or oats' from this 
rouble. 


"The treatment consists in soaking 


he seed with a solution of the liquid 
known as formalin or formaldehyde, 
t can be purchased from druggists 
jy the pound in liquid form. In com- 
mercial form it consists for 40 per 
ent. o£ formaldehyde in an aqueous 
>r watery solution. It is a strong 
germicide and preservative. One pint 


f this solution in thirty gallons of 
water is enough to destroy the Smut 
germs, and also the Scab germs of po- 
atoes and others kinds of germs, 
when it comes in contact with them, 


"Thei'e are two methods of -treat- 


ment: 
One consists in putting the 


jrain into sacks, and setting these into 
a barrel containing 30 gallons of wa- 
er, •with the pint of formalin in salu- 
ion in it. It should be lifted up and 
down occasionally, to be sure that 
he liquid will penetrate and come in 
:ontact with all the grain. 
A few 


minutes soaking is long enough at a 
time. 
The grain -should then be 


smptied on the barn floor on a clean 
ipot, and spread thin, and allowed to 
dry, being shoveled over occasion- 
ally. 


"It can be treated at any time be- 


fore sowing, if it is kept clean after 
;reatment, but tly best plan is to 
reat it just before the time for sow- 
ng, and if it does not get dry rapidly 
enough the drying can be hastened 
>y dusting a little slaked lime over 
t. The best plan, however, is to dry 
t by opening the barn doors, and let- 
ing the wind blow through, and us- 
ng a shovel to stir it occasionally. 


"Another method of the treatment 


s to spread the grain on the floor, 
and with a sprinkling can pour over 
t water containing a solution of 
ormalin, prepared by the formula 
mentioned above. 
Bj- shoveling the 


he grain at the time of pouring on 
he liquid, it is possible to be sure 
hat all is soaked. Let it stand a 


5hort time, then dry it, and use it 
vhen ready. Your grain is not pois- 
oned by this rteatment, but the germs 
are all killed. 
After it is dry, it 


would not injure poultry or livestock 
o eat it. 


"It must be remembered that the 


Smut germs get into the field m three 
vays: 
( I ) They are liable to reach 


here from Smut of the previous crop. 
(2) They are taken out by the straw 
v\hich is smutty, because it has been 
ised for bedding, or otherwise mixed 
with the manure, but not well decom- 
posed. 
(3) They are taken to the 


field on the grains themselves, if not 
treated. 
Knowing this, one can sec 


hat to be sure to be rid of the Smut, 
:ie should ' plant clean wheat on 
Siound where Smut did not occur the 
vcar before, and where no straw was 
spread from a smutty crop."

' < The Potato Stalk Borer 
Numerous inquiries are addressed 


to Prof. H. A. Surface, Economic 
ologist of the State Department o 
Agriculture, requesting information 
on how to 'destroy the Potato Stalk 
Borer or Weevil, the larvae of which 
feeds inside the stalk of this plan 
and destroys it. It appears this pes 
has been very destructive in many 
sections of the state, and since it i 
impossible to control it by spraying 
it will be of interest to many to know 
that according to the following reply 
by the Professor the proper steps to 
take to destroy it <is to gather and 
burn the vines: 


"Instead of attempting to treat 


your ground to get rid of the potato 
stalk weevil or borer you should pull 
and burn the vines as soon as they 
are done-growing, or at the very lat- 
est gather and burn them immediate- 
ly after digging. 
It is importanl 


for all people in the district to act in 
accordance and burn the vines while 
the weevils are yet in them."

The burden of taxation bears more 


heavily on the individual in Cuba 
than anywhere else in the world. 
Eighty-five per cent, of the adminis- 
tration's total income is obtained by 
way of duties on goods imported. Ac- 
cording to the latest official report of 
the Cuban treasurer the total collec- 
tions during twelve months was $24,- 
794,966.07. This means that (divid- 
ing that amount by 2,048,980, Cuba's 
population at the time, according to 
the census of 1907-1908) every man, 
woman and child in the country con- 
tributed $12.10 towards the Cuban 
government's support under the one 
single heading of customs receipts. 
This is" the world's record, for com- 
paring it with those of high-protec- 
tion countries elsewhere it sh'ows up 
as follows: 
Germany $1.22; Italy, 


$1.72; France, $2.22; United State's, 
$3.05, and Cuba, $12.10.

THE GOOD ROADS QUESTION 


Keep Up the Agitation—Article 2 


From Harrison. 


la article one I made the state- 


ment: 
The good roads problem has 


not been solved to meet twentieth 
century conditions. This was meant 
to apply principally to the thousands 
of miles of township roads that are 
not taken in actual charge by the 
state. 


In order to reach the conclusions 


in mind, let us get our pioblem clear- 
ly before us. 
Each township, city 


and borough has its road or street 
problems to solve. 
The solving of 


these problems by them may be not 
only an inspiration but the methods 
and material used may be adaptable 
in a measure to any othei township, 
city or boiough. Then as an example, 
let us take Harrison's fifty miles of 
public roads and conceive of them as 
concentrated into one solid body. \Ve 
would have, at sixteen feet wide, one 
iundred acres of road surface. 


I wish it were possible to photo- 


-graph the entire system, giving one 
• clear view of the several main roads 
and all cross roads, showing plainly 
all defects, such as ruts and mud 
holes that have been formed during 
and since the recent rains. In this 
view we would have a few short 
stretches of fairly well graded road 
that has shed the water as it fell 
upon it, leaving it smooth and solid, 
•even while the rains were falling. 
The writer traveled some of them 
-during the rains and since. 


Let us face our problem, conceiv- 


ing of this view before us and see 
what is needed to make them passa- 
ble, for any mode of travel from a 
traction engine down to a child's ex- 
press, not only during a prolonged 
drought or very favorable season for 
all sorts of roads, when the mud holes 
have had time to dry out and become 
filled and packed full of dirt and dust 
by the travel or a long period of 
solid winter with snow, sleet and ice 
compacted to such a degree as to give 
' us another season of pleasure and en- 
joyment. 
Let us not congratulate 


ourselves on the passable condition 
during these favorable periods, but 
observe and study them in their worst 
condition, during the most unfavor- 
able season of the year. Let us face 
our all important question squarely— 
Is it possible to grade up properly and 
remove all breakers on the main 
roads and cross roads, under present 
conditions and by the proper use of 
present financial and material means9 


If we can ans-n er this in the affirma- 
tive, then let us get busy. 
If our 


answer be negative, then -n e must 
altei conditions and stiive for move 
and better means. 


At any late, •while we are solving 


this question let us by all means take 
care of the few short stretches we 
have graded In the frequent employ- 
ment of the King Drag.

Text at the Lesson, Dan. Hi, 13-28 


Memory Verses, 17, 18—Golden Text 
Heb. xiii, 6—Commentary Preparee 
by Rev. D. M. Stc«rn«. 
The first chapter ended with Daniel 


continuing. Many begin well who do 
not so continue, but one mark of a 
true disciple is patient continuance 
(I Cor. xv, 58). 
The second chapter 


ends with Daniel promoted to be a 
great man, ruler over the whole prov- 
ince of Babylon and chief of the gov- 
ernors over all the wise men of Baby- 
lon. 
He also feat in the gate of the 


king, but we may be sure that he was 
there for the Lord God. of Israel rather 
than for the king off-Babylon. In his 
high position he did not forget his 
three friends, but by his request they 
also were set over the affairs of the 
province of Babylon (chapter 11, 48, 49). 


The vision granted to the king of 


Babylon and the part of the interpre- 
tation which said "Thou art this head 
of gold" seem to have affected him 
more than the words "The God of 
heaven hath given thee a kingdom" 
(ii, 37, 38), and so he caused to be made 
a great image all of gold and set it 
up in the plain of Dura and gathered 
all his rulers and great men. to the 
dedication of this image. 


There are in this chapter ten refer- 


ences to this image, as made or set up 
by the king, that all people might fall 
down and worship it. The penalty for 
disobedience was to be cast into a 
burning fiery furnace (verse 6). The 
Importance of thiis man in his own es- 
timation is seen also in chapter Iv, 30, 
in the words, "Is not this great Baby- 
lon that I have built * * * by the 
might of my power and for the honor 
of my majesty?" JHe is strikingly sug- 
gestive of one soon to come who will 
cause to be made an image that can 
speak and who will kill all who will 
not worship his image and prevent all 
from doing business who have not his 
mark (Rev. xili, 11-17). 


His thought and manner of conduct 


are seen in such words as these: "I 
will ascend above the heights of the 
clouds. I will be like the Most High." 
"He shall exalt himself and magnify 
himself above every god and shall 
speak marvelous things against the 
God of gods." 
"Who opposeth and 


exalteth himself above all that Is call- 
ed God or that is worshiped so that 
he, as God, sitteth in the temple of 
God, 
showing himself that he is God" 


(Isa. xiv, 14; Dan. xi, 36; II Thess. ii, 
4).The end of this trip will be not a 
furnace of 'fire, but the lake which 
burneth with fire and brimstone and 
torment forever (Hev. xix, 19, 20;, xx, 
10). See the contrast in the future of 
those who worship Him and those who 
will rather die than worship Him 
(Hev. 
xiv, 9-11; xv, 2-4). Oh, for grace 


to stand as did the friends of Daniel 
and bow down to nothing that any 
man set up, whether of doctrine or 
good works or any scheme that is not 
of God. 


Judging from verses 3 and 7, there 


must have been an immense company 
of people and a most magnificent and 
imposing celebration at the dedication 
of this image. It might be said that 
the like of it was never seen on earth 
before. In a sense, all the world gath- 
ered to honor the world ruler. 
Had 


Daniel's friends not been Jews and 
not occupying so high a position in the 
kingdom (verse 32) they might pos- 
sibly not have been noticed, but thera 
were envy and jealousy enough abroad 
to,cause them to be keenly watched. 


The rage and fury of the king were 


very great when he learned that any 
one had refused to bow to his image, 
but when his offer of a second oppor- 
tunity was rejected with the words 
"Be it known unto thee, O king, that 
we will not serve thy gods nor wor- 
ship the golden image which thou hast 
set up," then his fury knew no bounds, 
and quickly wore these three men of 
God cast into the burning fiery fur- 
nace (versos 13, 18-23). 
Note their 


splendid confidence in God in the 
words "Our God whom we serve Is 
able to deliver us from trie burning 
fiery furnace, and He will deliver us 
out of thine hand, O king" (verse 17). 


It is not His pleasure always to save 


us from trials and persecutions. 
On 


the contrary, we are taugbt to expect 
these things, but all in order that He 
may be seen and glorified in us (John 
xvi, 33; Phil, i, 29; Matt. v). See In 
their case a literal fulfilment of Isa. 
xliii, 2, and, though tho fire slew the 
men who cast them iuto the furnace, 
thev walked about in it unharmed.

In harmony with this 


hough, some of them tell us that we 
re living in the Friday night of the 


world's history—which means that 
he great Sabbath of Rest is about to 
egin—the thousand years of Mes- 
iah's reign (the Jewish day begin- 
ing in the evening). 
The New Testament writers seem 


o have had the same thought. Thus 
ur'Lord declared, "My Word shall 
udge.you in the Last Day." Simi- 
arly,' Martha declared her faith in 
he resurrection of her brother, say- 
ng, "I know that he shall rise again 


the resurrection, at the Last Day" 


—the Millennial Day, the Day of 
Jurist—the great Day which will wit- 
ess the overthrow of sin and death 
nd the uplifting of humanity.

old. 
Other nationalities will begin 


slowly to realize the import of the 
great, New Jewish 
Dispensation. 


Their ideas ani ideals will be antago- 
nistic for a-time.

Judging Among the Gentiles 


The context tells us that the new 


King, Messiah, will judge amongst 
the nations—amongst all the peoples.

The 
national judgments will mean calami- 
ties upon the nations. 
The demon- 


strations of the great dreadnaughts 
and great armies will prove that they 
are not to be the peacemakers of 
earth. On the contrary, those trust- 
ing in these devices will suffer most 
severely. All must learn the lesson 
that Messiah's Kingdom comes not by 
human might nor power, but is the 
Lord's institution, in His own ap- 
pointed time. 


The lesson will be so thoroughly

Hiding in the Rocks 


The description here given by the 


Prophet Isaiah of the Day with which 
this Gospel Age will end, the grea 
Day when Messiah's Kingdom begins 
agrees very closely with a description 
of the same given in the book of Rev 
elation. Isaiah tells us that idolatry 
to gold and silver shall be brought to 
an end, and the great trouble of that 
Day will cause many to hide them- 
selves in the rocks, for fear of the 
Lord and for the glory of His Majesty 
(Isaiah ii, 10, 11). "The lofty looks 
of man shall be humbled, and their 
haughtiness shall be bowed down and 
the Lord alone shall be exalted in 
that Day" (vs. 9-11). 


The idols He shall utterly abolish, 


and those who worship them "shall 
go into the rocks and into the caves 
of the earth, for fear ol the Lord and 
for the glory of His Majesty, when 
He ariseth to shake terribly the 
earth" (vs. 18-21). 


The same picture is set before us 


in Revelation vi, 15-17. 
Here the 


great ones of earth are represented 
as calling upon the mountains to fall 
on them and to hide them from the 
presence of the Lord. The thought is 
to fall over us, hide us, protect us. 
The Prophet Malachi asks, "Who 
shall abide in the great Day of the 
Lord?" 
"Who shall be able to 


stand?" 


Let us construct a picture before 


our jninds. Let us suppose the vast 
oceans, constituting three-fourths of 
the earth's surface, to represent the 
masses of mankind unsettled, unat- 
tached, without property, with little 
hope on prospect, with illimitable 
longings, but no power to satisfy 
them—"without God and without 
hope in the world." Let us consider 
the land behind and before us to rep- 
resent society, fixed, established, de- 
sirous of peace, having something 
which it does not wish to lose, which 
it does 'not wish the "sea" class to 
wash away. 


As in the sea we find shallows and 


mighty depths, so on the land we find 
low places, higher places and moun- 
tain peaks, and each, of these repre- 
sents a certain degree of prosperity 
or adversity. 
The mountain heights 


would represent the princes of so- 
ciety, merchant princes, bankers, as 
well as political powers. 
As from 


time immemorial there has been a 
conflict between the land and the sea, 
the latter, in storms, violently attack- 
ing the former and seeking to cap- 
ture it, so between the two classes 
here represented—the "sea" class, 
helpless and without property, is en- 
vious of the "earth" class, those who, 
under the present order, seize and 
possess the chief blessings. 


The mountains, the rocks of society 


[social institutions, lodges, financial 
institutions, capitalists, combinations, 
national treaties, etc.], will all fail in 
that great Day of trial and judging

Friday afternoon, September 8, 


the Reformed Church property at 
Pleasantville was 
sold 
to Hench 


Black of that town for $611 by Levi 
Roudabnsb, \\lio was instructed at 
the last meeting of Juniata Classis to 
do this \\oik. 


The congregation, which worshiped 


here, was established in 1868 and for 
some years entertained hope? of se- 
curing a strong congregation. 
In 


later years a number of people, mov- 
ling from the town and immediate 
'community, weakened the congrega- 
jtion and with only a few members 


left, it was deemed wise to discon- 
tinue the organization. 


A petition from these few mem- 


bers was sent to Juniata Classis, ask 
ing that the organization be discon- 
tinued. 
This request was granted. 


A committee to do this was appoint- 
ed consisting of the pastor, Rev. J. 
W. Zehring, Rev. A. F. Nace, a for- 
mer pastor, and Elder Levi Rouda- 
bush. 


The last service was held July 13, 


1011, at which time Rev. Nace deliv- 
ered an address and the pastor, Rev. 
Zehring, in a few well chosen and 
regretful remarks, declared the or- 


ganization abandoned. 


The abandoning of this congrega- 


tion brought many words of regret 
from the citizens of the town and it 
was with the saddest hearts that the 
few members parted with the organi- 
zation 
which they had learned to 


love so well, and the pastor with 
much regret and reluctance leaves, 
these people.
